27  May  1952  from  2150  to  2350  hours  and  2150  to  2250  hours,  respectively,  were

. . 6;V  Interview  .of  WEISHSTT  reflects  that  on  27  May  1952,  at  appro3dmat«ly  2230 
to"2240  hours/'he  and  GlDWALftDER  vera- flying  in  area  described  by  BOSoSRT.  .

Ms.itnnt  porch  wl^  hia  wife,-' 
thex  observed  what  first  wes  Iwliaved  to  be  .a  felling  'star  and  liDedlaielx  decided 
it  vae  not  a star,'  but  a plane  trisreling  at  a great  rate  of  speed. . ^Hiis  object  had 
two  (2)  white  li^ts  about  100  feet  apart  and  was*  traveling  in  an  easterly  direction 
altitude  and  distance  away  unknown*  The  two  (2)  lights  appearei  to  hover  above  a 
"mall  plane"  (estimated  speed  30C  nilas  per  hour)  and  than  increased  its  speed  to 
about  five  times  that  of  the  mail  plane  and  disappeared  toward  '/^shington,  B.C. 
There  was  no  sound  from  the  H^ts.  He  later  decided  .that  the-two  white  ll^ts 
could  not  have  been  a plane  since  the  lights  were  very  round  and  were  not  similar 
to  landing-  lights  on  aircraft* ' The  distance  between  the  li^ts  did  not  vary.v  He 
observed  the  li^ta  for  a ma::dnun  of  10-  seconds  and  did  not  see  any  red  or  gram 
li^bs  .with -the  white  ll^ts  nore  was  thera  a body  connected  to  the  li^ts*  The 
weather  was  vary  clear  at  the  time  of  observation.  - RICHARD  _B0So2cr,  ^ fallow  em> 
ployee,  had  bbaerv^  similar  ll^ts  on  -^e  same  hl^t,  but  in  a different  part  of 
Baltlnore  and  at  an  earllar  hour.

At  first'  th^*.^' 
appeared  bo  be  Yieadlng  directly  for  us  and  coZy  swaral  bloelur  away  (if  ccoipared"’ 
to  the  siae  of  average  airline  li^ts.)  Them  yere  no  ap^tarent  running  (red ‘and^' 
green)  lights.  Aa*.I  ^t  out  pf’J&e  ear,  .the  li^ta  separated,  the  one  on 
dropped  to  the  left  and  disappeared  btiiind  a house  - ^e  light  on  ray  right  - 
veered  upward  and  to  the  right  and  passed  bAind  the  second  house. . We  obaervedi; 
it,  as  It  emerged  from  behind  the  house  and  it  moved  rath^  slowly  and  at  tloea  * 
seemed  to  float  and  'bob'  as  thou^  it  were  affected  by  air  currents.  Th^.it 
pasiied.  behind  a third  hoxiae,  '(moving  south)  and  again  appeared.  It  moved 'steadily 
southward  for  apparently  several  degrees  toen  reversed  and  retraced  its  first 
sighting  position,  but  after  it  passed  behind  the  last  house  it  was  lost  from  • 
sight,  ‘'e  ^^ratched  for  15  minutes  and  never  .saw  it  again.
